“The Des Moines plan simply involves the 
placing of the’ city’s government in the hands 
of five men elected at large, and without re- 
lation to party. All the other officers are 
appointed by this body and removed at will. 
The advantage is the removal of the city 
government from the county and state politi- 
cal organizations. By the elimination of 
ward.lines it has created a united city. 

“The publicity which accompanies this 
plan places the control in the hands of the 
people and takes the government from the 
hands of private interests; a practical system 
of civil service improves éfficiency in all de- 
partments; reasonable salaries are paid, and 
practically the entire time of the mayor and 
council] is required for the city’s service; 
improved bookkeeping and efficient auditing 
stop many leaks. 

“The city’s expenditures have been kept 
within its income. The tax levy is slightly 
decreased. For the first time in the history 
of the city it lives within ite Income. 

* This plan already has been adopted in 100 
cities, the largest of which is Buffalo, N..Y., 
although in that city, because of lack of pow- 
ers, it has not been put in operation.” 

Shows Benefits.in Houston. 

Mayor H. Baldwin Rice of Houston; Tex.. 
told what the commissai.c form of govern- 
ment.bad done for his city in six years. 
There have been three great differences, he 
seid. They are: 

Smaller number of aldermen. 

Power vested in mayor, as in council, to 
dismiss any official without cause. 

No franchise can be granted for more than 
30 years. Every franchise provides for com- 
pensation to city. 

Mr. Rice also declared that the new 
has obliterated politics from the schools. 

“* When inaugurated in 1905,” he said, “ the 
present government had a floating debt of 
$400,000. -The city had no credit. In five 
years Houston has paid this debt and has 
made permanent improvements costing 
$1,550,000, besides paying nearly $200,000 
bonded debt and acquiriig a surplus of 
over $120,000 and the tax rate I seardieg meant: 
duced 80 cents on $100. 

Gas and Water Rates Reduced. | 


“In 1905 the price of gas was $1.50 a thou- ! 


sand. Today it is $1.05, and next year $1, 
and the company pays the city 1 per cent 
annually upon its gross receipts. The tele- 
phone companies claimed that they did not 
need a franchise from cities ‘in Texas, yet 
we made them conform to the law and they 
pay 1 per cent to'the city upon their gross 
receipts. 

“ In 1906 the city purchased the water plant 
from a private corporation for $901,000. At 
that time the water rate was 50 cents a thou- 
pm "ga green Today, under municipal own- 
ership, the city chargés only 15 cents per 
thousand. The plant is\worth today three 
times its cost to the city.

Tigers Are Consistent Team. 

Princeton had been a very consistent team, 
defeating her Opponents up to the Lafayette 
game very easily. She found more difficulty 
here, but still wom. Then she defeated the 
Indians 6 to 0, and faced a hard game with 
Dartmouth. This she also won 6to0. The 
following Saturday Princeton took somewhat 
of a breathing spell, but defeated Holy Cross 
17 to 0. ‘Hence there was every expectation 
that Princeton would at last secure the longed 
for victory over the Blue. 

But the Brown game proved the final stag- 
gering blow that convinced Yale that she 
must abandon old line plunging methcds. 
During the week that followed no team in 
the history of the game ever absorbed so 
much football knowledge, But those outside 
New Haven and most of the people there, 
for the Sractice was secret, knew nothing 
of this except through rumor and the more 
cheerful expressions of players and coaches. 

From the very start in the Princeton game, 
Yale seemed to have the upper hand, and, 
although stalled several times, finally won 
by the execution of a clever forward pass, 


} the score being 5 to 3. Then without a break 


in her stride the Bive went on with the hardest 
kind of practice throughout the week, while 
the Harvard sympathisers, becoming some- 
what alarmed at the result endeavored to 
comfort themselves by reading the etatements 
in the papers that it was not Yale's strength 
but Princeton's weakness, and thet neither 
team played up to date football. But those 
who knew at Cambridge were not deceived 
by this; they realized that Yale had a strong 
team, and a team that was coming; a team 
that was no ionger hammering itself to 
pieces with old fashioned line plunging/ 
methods and whose defense was entirely re 
organized and reformed. 


Yale Shows Its Strength. 

As it proved, they had stored up within 
them a potential force to stop anything that 
Harvard produced, and at the end of an hour 
and forty minutes the two teams left the 
field, neither having been able to score.

Wolverines Greatest Tacklers., 

The tackling of the Wolverines was far 
superior to anything seen in this department 
all season. The Michigan players were ag- 
gressive and they had the knack of cornering 
the runner in such a way that it wae impos- 
sible for the man with the ball to get away. 
Every player tackled hard and sure and 
with such force that the runner invariably 
was knocked back instead of coming forward 
as is generally the case. 

In their games with Pennsylvania and 
Minnesota, the Wobdverines did not do any 
arm or neck tackling, but they hit the run- 
ners with their shoulders and then brought 
them to earth by bringing the knees of the 
man with the ball together. In the Penn 
game, eeveral of the Quakers tried to stop 
some of the Michigan players by tackling 
with the arm instead of striking first with the 
shoulders and then using the arms. Hastern 
critics were loud in their praise of Michigan 
in this important department, and the same 
sure, deadly tackling was a feature of Mich- 
igan’s play against Minnesota. 

Pennsylvania played with a lot of detefmi- 
nation and aggressiveness and with that ‘‘get 
‘em” spirit which is so characteristic of east- 
ern elevens. With two fast heif backs in 
Ramedel) and cer, Penn depended mostly 
on the speed of these players in getting out 
around the ends on wide swinging runs, and it 
was their inability to do thig against Mich!- 
gan that made the Quakers’ offense look so 
bad. Yost had a special defense to meet this 
port of attack and It certainly did, and while 
Ramedell was attempting one of these end 
runs he was tackled by Magidsohn and in. 
jured, which made him leave the game. 


Penn Proficient in Rudiments, 

Pennsylvania was especially proficient in 
the rudiments of the game. The players fol- 
lowed the ball with unerring accuracy, they 
blocked and interfered perfectly, while their 
charging and ability to drop on the ball was 
one of the features in the Michigan game. 
Penn's defense was strong at all times, but 
it cannot be said to have been any more 
effective than Michigan's stone wali. If ever 
two teams were nearly evenly matched, 
Pennsylvania and Michigan were, but the 
Wolverines had a better, more versatile and 
effective attack, their tackling was better 
the defense of each eleven was about equal, 
and there was little to choose between ther, 
in the mastery of the rudimentary points. 
Both mede successful forward pasees, but 
Michigan's passes were longer and netted 
more ground, while Penn had the better of 
the kicking because of Scott's low, accurate 
hooting, which made it impossible for the 
Michigan backs to return some of his at- 
tempts, some of which were recovered by the 
Penn players. 

In view of the fact that Penn 
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ference do some work, while on other occa- 
sions he had to leave it altogether and 
either cut in or attempt to swing wide. 

Indiana had a good attack, which, if any- 
thing, was stronger than its defense. Illinois 
had a stronger defense than offense, but for 
the equalization of offense and defense Mich- 
igan deserves the honor of being the most 
proficient in the central west. 

The article of football played in the south 
is inferior to the brand played either in the 
central west or east, and it should be, because 
the game is younger in that section. The 
offense ig considerably slower than that 
used in other sections, and a defensive team 
has plenty of time to get set to meet different 
formations, and there is not the drive nor 
dash to the work of the southerners that 
feature the play in other sections. 

Rudiments Not Known in South. 

Trick plays, onside kicks, and forward 
passes are attempted with great regularity 
and the players have not mastered the rudi- 
mentary departments of the game to the 
earme extent that elevens in other sections 
have. Owing to the fact that the game is 
much younger in the south, allowances must 
be made for some of the crude work, but, 
taking the play of the Arkansas eleven asa 
criterion of the general work of the southern 
teams, the game has not yet been devel- 
oped to the point where it can be placed on 
the plane with the article of football played 
in the west and east. 

Generally speaking, the attack of the west, 
taking that of Michigan as an example, is 
superior to that of the east, using Pennsyl- 
vyania as a means of comparison; the de- 
fense of these elevens is about equal, as they 
were in other departments of the game, while 
the west and east are superior to the south 


in all departments.

So far no other ticket has appeared, and, as 
Thursday ie the last day by which indepen- 
dent tickets can be presented, it looks as 
if the regular nominations will be the only 
ones voted on. 
Mr. Thompson's argument has aroused dis- 
eussion on the construction of ‘the word 
“ shall,” which he insists is mandatory. This 


argument brought a reply from Judge W. O.

There are 
worse places than the log cabin dormitories, 
the fireplaces, and the blanketed bunks. Later 
when the ice forms thick enough on the 
lakes and rivers.contiguous to Chicago, hun- 
Greds swarm to the ice cutting and storing. 

In Chicage & small army of men is on call 
from the railroads, battling with the ssow 
and ice that otherwise would tie up the switch 
yards leading to passenger stations and 
freight houses within the city limits. Many 
of these men from the construction camps 
of .the summer, or who have been ét work 
cutting grass and weeds along the r@ road's 
right of way in accordance to law, get win- 
ter jobs on the ice bound switch yards.

That 
watch was like a gold brick in my pocket, 
made still heavier perhaps because I had been 
instructed by the proprietor to decrease the 
office force at the beginning of the new year, 
the busy season being at a close. How I 
could convey a dismissal to those employés 
who had contributed to that Christmas pres- 
ent .caused me to lose pot a few hours’ sleep. 
I finally sent the watch to my kid brother 
out home to get it out of my sight.” 

In a large mall order house of Chicago 
therg a rigid rule established prohibiting 
the ing of Christmas presents to man- 
agers, but the employés walked around this 
rule by sending a floral gift of six dosen 
American Beauty roses at $5 a dosen to the 
department manager’s home.

Those who are convinced that there are too 
many cats in the world already, on the. other hand, 
will doubtless regard thie bit of news as ill omened 
and unfortunate. 

However, the land does abound in catteries, and there 
are scores of women in the United States and Eng- 
land. who practically support themselves Dy the ‘out- 
put of their Persian. stock and contest_as vigorously 
among themselves in the development of fine points 
and markings in kittens as horsemen do in the breed- 
ing of colts. And truly there is no reason why they 
should not; the cat a beast with the longest kind 
of a history, and aside from qualifications of beauty 
and household utility has a most puzzling personality

House Cat of Distinct Tipe: 


he traits of the household cat have led many peo- 
ple to surmise that the ordinary mouse catcher is noth- 
ing more than a tambd denizen of the forests and 
jungles, but scientists have been unable to find any 
existing species of wild.feline that is.enough like the 
‘hearth .rug. ornament to warrant this theory.’ The 
various domestic cats have been crossed and recrossed 
for so many .centuries they have developed into a set 
of types more or less similar but quite different from 
any of the wild species. 

The first records of the cultivation of the cat, like 
the first. records of nearly all else, are to be found 
in Egypt, where they were known at least as éarly as 
1300 B. C. ‘Temples were erected to them, they were 
held sacred to Isis and: the moon, and when a cat died 
in an Egyptian family every one expressed sorrow 
by shaving off his eyebrows. At Thebes thousands of 
mummified felines have been found dating from all 
periods. The sacredness of the cat is. still recognized 
in Cairo, where there is a permanent endowment for 
the housing anda feeding of waifs. 

The Sanskrit manuscripts of the first century before 
the Christian era mention the cat as an established 
family institution, but the creature was not so familiar 
in the Roman household except among the wealthy, 
who could afford to import them as pets from the east. 

An old Arabic legend tells how the cat was created 
on ‘the ark as an antidote for the mouse nuisance. He 
came from the Hon’s mouth In response to the prayers 
of the Noah family when the king of beasts perforce 

In the middle ages the people of Europe embodied 
the cat, still an oriental product and therefore sus- 
picious, as the favofite form‘ of the evil one and the 
instrument of witches ‘in the black arts. A cat’s wail- 
ing on the top of a house. was regarded as a sign of 
death. The presence of:the black. cat in a sickroom 
was similarly..construed and cats of all sorts were 
kept away from-the cradles of little children as bearers 
. of I fortine. « 

The unfortunate séenner—spying, sneaking, and peer- 
ing into dark places—which every cat.affects Is ac- 
countable for this’tmpression of malign power. The 
fact that.the-cat‘ie not inclined to attach itself to any 
one person, but -rather to a place, and while giving 
every sign of intelligence where its own welfare is 


concerned, but refusing to conform to human ways, 
naturally inclines one to believe that the beast is a 
malign and devilish creature. 

With all the remarkable intelligence that cats have 
at times shown, they have never. yielded up their in- 
‘stincts-to the giarbceas of Pa sateen domestic life. 


Cats Long Considered Necessary. 


If it were not that rats and mice have troubled man- 
kind and robbed its granaries since the time of Joseph, 
it is doubtful if the cat species would ever have sur- 
vived as an integral part of the complete homestead. 
In the middle ages the pantries of every nunnery: were 
supplied with mouse catchers—hence their associa- 
tion with old maids. Howel-the good; a Welsh prince; 
who died in 938 A. D., made a law laying a heavy. pen- 
alty on any one who Killed one of his granary :cats. 
There were two alterfgtives. One must either give a 
ewe with her lam} of &€6 much grain as would cover 
the dead cat to the tip of his ¢all.- when suspended by 
the latter member with head touching the floor. 

The growing fad of cat culture, which has ‘been 
turned.4o0 commercial profit, has little to do with. the 
breedless caste of the city back fence. The‘favorite 
among. fanciers is certainly the Persian, whose soft 
fur, gentie temperament, and lovably fussy . aspect 
make him an admirable rug ornament or companion 
in thé loneliness of one’s spinsterhood. There are nu- 
merous shades of Persians, and in addition enough 
other breeds with distinctive “points” to make kitten 
culture either a scientific study or a hobby. 

There is the Malay cat, with half a tall, the Mada- 
gascar cat with a spiral tail, and the Manx cat-with-no 
tall at all and the long hind Jegs. There is the To-

The salesman sat down on a bench in front of 
the angry customer and scrutinized the defective 
shoe. “If you don’t mind, just take off that shoe 
so that I can better see it,” he said.

Chances are he was not listening to the customer in 
the least. He was simply waiting for the time 
when he might interrupt without appearing rude. 
When the customer gave a final snort, the big man 
spoke. 

“Of course, give the gentleman a new pair of 
shoes,” he said. “He’s entitled to them with the 

sincere apologies of the house. You see it is this 

way,” he continued, addressing the customer. 

“Once in so many thousand pairs, we come across 

a shoe that shows defective machine work. 

Likely you know yoursélf how that is and how it 

is possible for such a defect to get by the eyes 

of the inspectors. We would rather almost any- 
thing than to have shoes like that get out, but 
when they do we're in luck if they get into 
hands of people that know how to stick up for 
their rights, like yourself. I’m deeply sorry you 
were inconvenienced, sir, and Ses 
But the customer had had enough. Up to now 
he had thought he had come for a pair of new 
shoes; but he hadn’t. What really he had hated 
was the idea that, purposely or otherwise, he had 
been imposed upon. He wanted the childish satis- 
faction of hearing someone say he was sorry. Soon 
as he found he could get the new shoes he was 
perfectly willing to have the old ones stitched. The 
humor of the situation did not strike him. 

“Who was that gentleman?” the customer asked 
when a few minutes later the salesman finished lae- 
ing the stitched shoe for him. 

“That? That was the proprietor’s son,” the 
salesman confided. 

If there is one thing more than any other to 
which the up-to-date merehant pays attention it is to 
smoothing the angry customer. 
the disgruntled customer as an individual who may 
be more or less distasteful personally, and who may 
be altogether unreasonable in his demands. On the 
contrary he regards him as a unit, an important but 
an impersonal business proposition whose words 
cannot sting, but who is to be regarded as worth so 
and so much profit in the business every year. It 
makes no difference whether the merchant is de- 
pendent upon the limited patronage frequenting 
the country store, or whether he is proprietor of a 
store in a building taking in a city block and meas- 
uring two hundred feet set on end—to him the prin- 
ciple is the same. He knows that on the one hand 
nothing is so far-reaching as the advertisement of a 
satisfied customer, and on the ether nothing so long- 
lived as the “knock” which is “handed out” by the 
customer who has been disappointed. 

Among the modern principles according to which 
the up-to-date merchant conduets his business, few 
details are more interesting than the story how he 
soothes his disappointed customers—for no matter 
how careful and serupulous a man may be, so 
long as there are dealings between humans there is 
bound to be misunderstanding. 

One of the most difficult businesses to run without 
rubbing customers against the grain is the dry 
goods store. A woman goes into the store and se- 
lects dress goods but finds when it reaches home 
that it does not look the same to her as it did in 
the shop. 
the light in the store was either an artificial oné 
or that it was subdued and that she should have 
had the material taken under a skylight or to the 
front door so that she could examine it in strong 
sunlight. It does not strike her, bless her, that the 
fault is her own. All that she knows is that the 
store where she bought these goods is associated 
with a disappointment and thereafter she keeps 
away from it until a bargain sale or another attrac- 
tion overcomes her feelings. 

From the woman who sends her youngster to 
match a skein of silk and hands it to the babv to 
play with before she discovers that it does not 
suit and that “the man” must take it back, to the 
woman who becomes niffed because the very serim 
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bargain counter at 19 cents today, the 

man is in hot water. Between these two 
unreasonable customers there are 57 Varietieg 
other ones. To keep them all happy is an art 
an accomplishment, but to the merchant often 
is only one phase to the problem—whieh 
best afford to lose, the goods or the customer?

The man whose finger is on the button that makes 
the department store wheels go round is even more 
alert than the small merchant to find the disgruntled 
customer and smooth him. He must guard himself, 
of course, lest he be imposed upon, but no matter 
how large his business, or how slight the elaim, 
once its justice has been established 
it is satisfied. 

Not long ago a matron went into 
a department store to buy material 
for summer curtains for her home 
and was sent two pieces of it. She 
had half of one piece made up first, 
then found that the second piece, 
unlike the first, was printed only 
upon one side. For eurtain pur- 
poses, of course, such a “mateh” 
was useless and the piece printed 
on one side was returned to be ex- 
changed for one printed on both 
sides. But there was no more of 
this and nothing remained but to 
select a new pattern and start all 
over again. 

“You'll never get a cent out of 
that house,” said the woman’s hus- 
band the morning she went in to 
complain. At first it looked as if 
he had spoken true.
